'.uced a bad atm osphere for the 
private 
enterprise system 
The 
politician m ay not adm it it but al­ 
m ost every solution he comes up 
with implies m ore and m ore gov­ 
ernm ent 
controls 
or 
m ore 
and 
m ore governm ent spending. 
No recession or depression can 
be cured that w'av — at least, ex­ 
perience in the last half-century 
points to failure after failure in 
that process. 


WHAT IS DESIR 4 RUE is a new 
em phasis on job creation. The pro­ 
fit system needs to be energized. 
While law -, are necessary to curb 
Im proper use of econom ic power 
by both m anagem ent and labor, 
the truth is that existing laws, no 
m atter how well-intentioned, con­ 
tribute largely to confusion and 


actually 
retard 
national 
growth. 
C larification of 
old 
laws, 
rather 
than enactm ent of new laws, is 
really needed. 
Much, for instance, 
1« m ade of 
the way antitrust laws are violat­ 
ed but it takes an arm y of law- 
yers o advise what is or is not 
lawful 
Many m istakes are made 
and m any law violations are not 
detected. 
One 
businessm an 
» aid 
privately the other day th at, if ai. 
the 
antitrust laws w ere 
strictly 
complied with today, m any com ­ 
panies would have to suspend op­ 
erations to find out what to do and 
hat. since m any 
would 
be 
in 
doubt, business would be injured 
tc an incalculable extent. E xpan­ 
sion would 
be 
discouraged 
and 
monopoly increased. 
The sam e thing is true with re 
spect to the im pact of the tax 
laws. They often discourage job 
creation. The problem of deprecia­ 
tion allowances on taxes is still un­ 
solved because it is handled by 
politicians instead of ecoom ists. 


AMERICA 
has 
been 
passing 
through 
a 
recession 
th at 
shows 
some signs now of having reached 
bottom. Part of its dam age was 
undoubtedly due to the unusually 
harsh winter weather, which has 
adversely affected some industries 
;-s wTel! as retail sales and trans­ 
portation. 
Some significant indicators now 
are on the optim istic side but this 
should not encourage indifference 
to the solution of the problem of 
‘requent recessions and readjust­ 
m ents in the national economy. 
It will do little good m erely to 
cry 
out f or 
“ more 
national 
grow th.’’ What is needed is a re ­ 
study of job creation. 
While the profit motive does pro 
vide an incentive to businessm en 
and investors, it is by no means 
the only m otive for successful op- 
eiation of modern business. There 
is a deep-seated desire to succeed 
in a given enterprise and to ex­ 
pand. 
Job creation is a natural conse­ 
quence 
Hence, to discourage job 
creation, as is done repeatedly by 
unwise legislation and by inaccur­ 
ate and partisan interpretations of 
what has been called the business 
cycle, is to infect the nation with 
a chronic ailment — recurring re­ 
cessions 
.Science has produced technologi­ 
cal 
im provem ens 
in 
m aterial 
things but it has yet to com e for­ 
ward with satisfactory analyses of 
just w hat causes recessions and 
what really cures them. 
The profit system needs a stim u­ 
lus that could create m ore jobs. 
This will come only when the op­ 
erations and potentialities of the 
private-enterprise system are bet­ 
ter understood in Congress and in 
some 
academ ic 
circles 
whence 
comes 
m uch 
of 
the 
m isguided 
pressure for a regulated, if ot a 
totalitarian, economy.

High school graduates weak in 
m athem atics face an uphill strug­ 
gle for a college degree, accord­

Kent State 
U niversity 
m athem atician. 


In checking the records of 755 
students 
who 
were 
required 
to 
take sub-college algebra. Dr. F ran­ 
ces H arshbarger found: 
Only one out of five went on 
to graduate. 


One in three was dism issed for 
poor grades. 
Two out of five dropped out of 
the University voluntarily. Of this 
group, however. 44 per cent 
were 
failing when they quit. 
The study was lim ited to stud­ 
ents 
who entered Kent five years 
ago and who norm ally w'ould have 
graduated last year. 
In 
reporting 
her findings. 
Dr. 
H arshbarger said the study indi­ 
cates “ that many of the students 
should never have been adm itted 
to

University 
because

Ohio farmers make wide use of 
chemicals to control weeds. Often 
they apply these chemicals to the 
soil after planting a crop and be­ 
fore the weeds come up I pre- 
emergence'. Corn, soybeans, and 
sugar beets may be treated this 
way. 
The Ohio Agricultural Extension 
Service has published a leaf 1 e t 
listing 196! recommendations 
o n 
the use of herbicides to c o n trol 
weeds in field crops 
The leaflet, 
designed to serve as a guide to 
fanners in their weed control cf 
forts, lists various herbicides and 
the rates and methods of applica 
tion. • 
Authors of the publication are 
E. W. Stroube, Ohio State Uni­ 
versity extension agronomist, and 
D. I). Bondarenko, agronomist of 
the university and the Ohio Agri­ 
cultural Experiment Station. 
The authors point out that gran­ 
ular herbicides were used on about 
1 0 per cent of the acreage tested 
with pre-emergence chemicals last 
year. When applied uniformly at 
recommended rates, they say. the 
granular formulations will 
g i v e 
results similar to correspond i n g 
liquid or wettable powder formu­ 
lations.
